•ton Bill Passed the House. 


Harrlshurg, April 10.—Governor 
Stuart hits signed the two-cent fare 
blU and after September next It will 
become a "law. There wtU be no "ex- 
tra fare" trains unless the railroad 
companies are permitted to construe 
th« law in such a way as to make the 
extra fare apply to the privilege of 
riding in the parlor or sleeping cars. 
When the Governor's message, an- 
nouncing that hejiad signed the bill, 
was read to the Mouse it was liber- 
ally applauded.' The bill exempting 
abort lines will likely be amended so 
as to relieve lines fifty miles or less 
in length from tfce two-cent fare re- 
strictions. The following are the en- 
tire provisions of the new law: 
"To regulate 'the maximum . 
and minimum fare to be charged 'for 
transportation <H passengers by rail- 
road companies and prescribing the 
penalty for violation thereof. 
. "Section 1—Be it enacted, etc.: 
Tnat after the 13th day, ofySeptem- 
ber, 1907, no cpmpany operating a 
railroad, In whole or In part, in this 
commonwealth, shall- demand' or re- 
ceive more than two cents fare per 
mile or for a fraction thereof, con- 
tracted to be traveled or traveled by 
any passenger on- such railroad in. 
this commonwealth provided, how- 
ever, sthat th.e Minimum fare cha'rged 
by such company need' riot. be' less 
than five cents. 
Provided further 
that passengers paying fare in cash 
upon the trains .of - said companies 
may be charged a sum not to exceed 
ten cents in addition to the regular 
fare as hereinbefore provided "and 
for such excess payment shall _ be 
given a rebate check redeemable in 
cash at any ticket office of the com- 
pany issuing said check.

<Jood Roads and Automobiles at the 


Jamestown Exposition. 


Norfolk, Va.—When, for greater 
speed and heavier hauling, the pres- 
ent mammoth locomotives with their 
greater traction power became a ne- 
cessity to meet the requirements of 
land traffic, 
road-beds, rails and 


•Bridges were renewed to meet new 
•.demands upon them. 
When horse- 


•caj: gave place to trolley and the trol- 
leys branched out into the country, 
.not only new mechanical 
devices 


were essential but laws were requir- 
•e4 to give this class of public carrier 
tu> rights and privileges necessary to 
tffelr profitable operations. 


The most material factor that 


transportation will next have to deal 
with and certain it is—before this 
crew self-propelling machine can be 
l£rought to its full usefulness it must 
lie. provided with suitable roads. The 
bicycle and automobile have brought 
about a propaganda for good roads, 
Tthich the farmer, with his old- 
faShloned vehicle, ought to have in- 
sfsted on having long ago. His 
awakening to the material advantage 
off good roads promises now, indeed, 
tbl be the principal influence that will 
give to the automobile its oportunlty. 
The Jamestown Exposition is go- 
ing to do something far the farmer, 
the roads and the automobile. The 
•auto can push itself but it doesn't lay 
its own track, though a self-track- 
laying machine was invented once 
and described and illustrated in the 
jjapers. 
The exposition is going to 
snow what a good road is—many 
kinds of good roads—how they are 
made and what an automobile can do 
on them. A very fine boulevard is 
being laid and drawing near comple- 
tion between Norfolk and the expo- 
sition grounds at Sewell's Point, and 
J. tegular automobile ^or\ice is to be 
lelained. The War Department and 
the Post Office Department are to ex- 
periment on this road lor the pur- 
poses each relating to its own service. 


NPW Jersey is to have, among other 


exhibits, a specimen bit of road such 
as has been built in that state under 
state aid and has been found to be an 
economical construction, while in so 
far as good-road building lias ad- 


vaaced, it has fully realized all prom- 
ises of great benefit, increasing the 
value of the country lands, drawing 
populations from city into suburb 
and making a material saving in the 
cost of agricultural drayage. 


Massachusetts, 
Connecticut and 
New York, with New Jersey, have 
taken the lead in state aid and in the 
last ten years their efforts have re- 
sulted in proving not only the value 
of good roads but the expediency of 
state appropriation, and in other 
states in which the movement has 
made any headway, the results have 
justified the inauguration of the state 
aid idea and proved an incentive to 
further effort. 


The south is awake to the needs 


of good roads and some of her sen- 
ators have been among the leaders in 
advocating 
national appropriation 


for good roads, urging that it is a 
question of expediency and as much a 
function of the general government 
as is the dredging of channels and 
creeks and the giving of public lands 
to encourage railroad building in the 
west. Pittsburg got the Good Roads 
Convention this year but its members 
are invited to the Jamestown expo- 
sition and the question will find full 
discussion among experts, and the 
prediction is made that the exposition 
will give promulgation to some ad- 
vanced ideas as to the place of the 
automobile 
in 
the transportation 


world of the no distant future. 
The 


automobile in all its shapes—as 
roadster, racer, delivery-wagon and 
heavy dray—will be shown at the ex- 
position, and its full development 
will be found to await only the day 
of the Good Road.

sential problems of their vaulting. 
To insist upon the form without the 
accompanying structural reason is an 
anomaly; the modem world is full 
of 
silly so-called 
Gothic designs 


whose only claim to the title is that 
the pointed arch is used where any- 
thing else would have done as well. 
The true Gothic vault is a difficult 
affair and, as we are not considering 
lath and plaster shams, it is, all 
things considered, beyond our means 
on any such scale. 
Fortunately we 


have at hand another method, and It 
nowise detracts from its interest and 
appropriateness that after centuries 
of employment in' Spain, this lineal 
descendant of the era of Roman 
building should be alive here today. 
It most admirably fits the construc- 
tive scheme already described as im-

Blasting in Panama 


From Joe Mitchell Chappie's ar- 


ticle "Truth About Panama" in the 


• National Magazine for April: 
We passed up to Contractors Hill. 


Here, on November 10, was made 
the famous blast in which twenty- 
five tons of powder were used. The 
blasting is chiefly done after five o'- 
clock at night and after eleven at 
midday, when the men are away from 
the placs, so that accidents are avoid- 
ed. More work is done by powder 
than by dynamite, for the powder 


"> lifts, while the dynamite shatters.. 
Holes are drilled for the required 
charge and powder put in for a blast, 
and it is ,wonderful how a whole hill 
can be shattered by carefully regulat- 
ing the quantity of explosive. 
Once 
shattered the shovels come along and 
pick up masses of stone and earth 
which four or five men could not pos- 
sibly remove, so that fine blasting is 
not required as in the old days, 
stood on the earth just before the 
shovel came crunching along, like a 
migbty monster hungry for its prey.

Line the 
bottom and sides of a deep dish with 
crust—the dish must be fully three 
inches In depth—and upon this ar- 
range a layer of the potatoes, butter- 
ing them liberally, sugaring them 
freely, and sprinkling them with nut- 
meg. Add next a layer of very thin 
slices of dough; sprinkle with hot 
water; then follow with another layer 
of sliced potatoes, and repeat until 
the pan is full. 
The top crust fol- 


lows, and the pie must then be ba.ked 
for an hour or more.—From "The 
Apotheosis of the Pie" by Miles Brad- 
ford in the Bohemian for April.
